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Additional  Notes  on  the  Grant  Half  Dollar 

By  HOWLAND  WOOD 


Since  my  account  in  the  Coin  Col- 
lector's Journal  for  April  on  the  faking 
of  the  Grant  Memorial  half-dollar  with 
a star,  several  pieces  showing  none  of 
the  peculiar  characteristics  as  outlined  in 
my  previous  account  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  me  that  are  apparently  genu- 
ine. The  star  on  these  coins  gives  every 
appearance  of  being  in  the  original  die 
and  has  all  of  the  characteristics  of  the 
star  that  I then  described;  also  they 
show  no  evidence  of  being  punched  into 
the  coin  at  a later  date.  Several  of 
these  pieces  have  a good  pedigree  as 
the  owners  claim  they  were  bought  when 
issued  or  very  shortly  afterwards. 

At  the  time  I wrote  this  account,  all 
of  the  pieces  that  I had  then  care- 
fully examined  had  the  background  de- 
fects that  I mentioned.  I had  also 
checked  this  up  with  several  collectors 
and  dealers,  one  of  whom  said  that  for 
many  years  he  had  relied  on  the  back- 
ground defects  in  determining  genuine- 
ness and  all  he  had  remembered  seeing 
that  were  originals  showed  these  pecu- 
liarities. 

Besides  the  die  already  described, 
two  other  obverse  dies  have  been  noted 
bearing  the  star.  One  of  the  dies 
shows  a faint  incised  outline  in  the 
background  around  parts  of  the  G in 


GRANT.  This  I am  told  was  on  the 
original  hub  and  being  a raised  line 
in  the  dies  used  could  easily  be  worn 
off  after  striking  a few  thousand  pieces. 
As  a matter  of  fact  this  incised  line 
shows  on  a great  many  of  the  pieces 
without  star.  The  other  die  noted  bear- 
ing a star  has  no  individual  character- 
istics. 

The  mint  records  show  that  ten  ob- 
verse dies  were  made,  eight  of  which 
were  used.  Seven  reverse  dies  were 
made  and  six  used,  but  the  records 
apparently  do  not  show  what  dies  and 
how  many  were  employed  in  striking  the 
star  variety.  In  fact  it  seems  strange 
that  more  than  one  pair  of  dies  should 
have  been  used  in  striking  the  5,000 
star  variety  and  yet  apparently  at  least 
three  dies  were  put  to  use.  One  die 
struck  less  than  5,000  coins  but  whether 
this  was  one  with  a star  I cannot  say 
though  it  would  seem  probable. 

In  conclusion  I would  state  that  the 
majority  of  the  star  pieces  show  the 
background  defects  (and  as  yet  I have 
seen  none  without  star  from  this  die), 
but  that  this  is  now  not  the  sole  deter- 
mination to  work  upon.  The  star  itself 
is  the  real  criterion  for  judging  good 
from  bad.

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Notes  on  the  Transportation  Companies 
That  Have  Issued  Paper  Money

Sunbury  & Erie  Railway 

The  Sunbury  & Erie  Railway  was 
chartered  under  a special  act  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Legislature  dated  April 
3rd,  1837.  On  March  7th,  1861  the 
name  was  changed  to  Philadelphia  & 
Erie  Railroad  Company.  This  railroad 
was  operated  by  its  own  organization 
from  dates  of  acquirement  until  January 
1st,  1862  and  from  that  date  until  May 
1st,  1907  by  the  Pennsylvania  R.R.  under 
lease.  On  the  latter  mentioned  date 
it  was  merged  with  the  Penna.  R.R.  Co. 

On  the  date  of  the  merger  the  rail- 
road was  a part  single  and  part  double 
track  standard  gauge  line  totaling  307 
miles,  the  main  line  running  from  Erie 
to  Sunbury,  Pa.,  via  Williamsport,  Pa., 
with  several  branch  lines.  Of  the  total 
miles  owned  306  were  acquired  by  con- 
struction and  the  balance  by  purchase 
from  the  Beecher  & Bullock  Co. 

The  Berks  County  Railroad  Company 

The  Berks  County  Railroad  Company 
was  chartered  under  the  laws  of  Pennsyl- 
vania in  1871,  reorganized  in  July  1874 
as  the  Berks  & Lehigh  Railroad.  Under 
date  of  June  14th,  1880  this  road  was 
again  reorganized  and  the  name 
changed  to  The  Schuylkill  and  Lehigh 
Railroad.  The  line  of  road  ran  from 
High's  Farm,  near  Reading,  Pa.,  to 
Slatington,  Pa.,  and  with  branches 
totaled  approximately  48  miles. 

Under  date  of  April  I Ith,  1883  this 
road  was  leased  to  the  Philadelphia  & 
Reading  Railroad  Co.,  for  999  years 
from  May  1st,  1883.  On  Dec.  1st,  1896 
this  lease  was  assumed  by  the  Phil- 
adelphia & Reading  Railway  Co.,  and 
is  now  a part  of  the  Reading  System. 

The  Tennessee  Coal  and  Railroad  Co. 

This  Company,  now  a part  of  the 
Nashville,  Chattanooga  and  St.  Louis 


Railway  Co.,  constructed  and  main- 
tained a line  of  road  running  from  Tracy 
City  to  Cowan,  Tenn.,  a distance  of  18 
miles  and  also  from  Tracy  City  to 
Rattlesnake,  Tenn.,  a distance  of  5 miles, 
the  latter  branch  being  abandoned  a 
short  time  after  completion. 

In  1882  there  was  also  a line  running 
from  Victoria  to  Inman,  Tenn.,  which 
was  abandoned  sometime  before  1903. 

This  line  has  been  a part  of  the 
N.  C.  & St.  L.  Ry.  Co.  since  date  of 
purchase  Nov.  1st,.  1886. 

The  Fort  Wayne  and  Southern  Railroad 
Company 

The  Fort  Wayne  and  Southern  Rail- 
road Co.,  was  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  on  Janu- 
ary 15th,  1849.  During  its  corporate 
existence  approximately  63.51  miles  of 
grading  and  other  construction  work  was 
performed,  but  all  work  stopped  just 
short  of  actual  rail  laying.  This  road 
was  sold  at  foreclosure  and  conveyed  by 
sheriff's  deed  of  Jan.  19th,  1866  to 

The  Indianna  Southern  Railway  Co. 
(incorporated  Jan.  20th,  1866),  but  this 
sale  was  set  aside  by  a court  order  on 
May  20th,  1867.  The  property  was 

again  sold  and  on  November  7th,  1868 
conveyed  by  deed  executed  by  the  Ft. 
V/.  & S.  R.R.  Co.,  to  the  Fort  Wayne, 
Muncie  & Cincinnati  Railway  Co.,  (incor- 
porated Oct.  3rd,  1868). 

Th  is  latter  road  was  consolidated 
under  agreement  dated  June  9th,  1869, 
filed  January  4th,  1871,  with  the  Cin- 
cinnati, Connersville  & Muncie  Railroad 
Co.,  (incorporated  Jan.  2nd  1868)  to 
form  the  Fort  Wayne,  Muncie  & Cin- 
cinnati Railroad  Co.  (note  change  from 
Railway  to  Railroad).  On  July  27th, 
1881  the  Ft.  W.  M.  & C.  R.R.  Co.,  was 
sold  at  foreclosure  and  deeded  by 
master  in  chancery  to  one  Elijah  Smith 
and  others  on  November  20th,  1881. 
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Under  date  of  Dec.  6th,  1881  their  title 
passed  to  The  Fort  Wayne,  Cincinnati  & 
Louisville  Railroad  Co.,  (incorporated 
the  same  date),  and  on  November  I Ith, 
1886,  this  road  and  The  New  Castle  & 
Rushville  Rail  Road  Co.,  (incorporated 
Dec.  4th,  1879)  were  consolidated  to 
form  the  Fort  Wayne,  Cincinnati  & 
Louisville  Railroad  Co.,  which  still  has 
a separate  corporate  existence,  al- 
though part  of  the  Lake  Erie  & Western 
Railroad  Co.,  which  in  turn  is  a part  of 
the  New  York,  Chicago  & St.  Louis 
Railway  Co.  System,  (The  Nickle  Plate 
Line). 

Additional  Information  Relating  to  the 
Georgia  Railroad  Bank  Agency 

(See  Oct.  1937  issue) 

The  articles  of  incorporation  dated 
1835  gave  the  newly  created  Georgia 
Railroad  & Banking  Co.,  the  privilege 
of  establishing  banks  and  to  issue  notes. 
The  first  office  was  opened  in  Athens, 
Ga.  When  in  1863  a branch  office  was 
established  in  Augusta,  Ga.,  the  Athens 
office  became  known  as  the  "Mother  or 
Central  bank".  This  setup  continued 
until  1842  when  the  headquarters  were 


removed  to  Augusta,  that  branch  be- 
coming the  principal  one,  and  the 
Athens  office  being  abandoned. 

After  the  change  in  location  of  the 
principal  bank  the  following  denomina- 
tions of  notes  were  issued: — On  5/1/62 
— 5c;  on  2/2/63 — 5c  10c  50c  75c; 
1/1/62  25c  & 50c;  2/21/63 — 75c  and 
at  various  times  $1  $2  $5  $10  $20  $50 
and  $100. 

As  of  October  4th,  1847  the  capital 
of  this  company  was  $2 , 2 89 ,200.00, 
$375,000.00  of  this  amount  being  used 
as  banking  capital.  On  December  3rd, 
1850  the  outstanding  notes  amounted 
ho  $609,260. 

In  1858  the  following  agencies  were 
created: — Atlanta,  Ga.,  John  F.  Mims, 
agent;  Greensborough,  Ga.,  J.  Cun- 
ningham & Co.,  agents;  Madison,  Ga., 
E.  E.  Jones,  agent  and  at  Yazoo  City, 
M iss.,  with  J.  J.  Mechie  & Co.  acting  as 
agents.  The  agency  at  Atlanta  issued 
two  known  varieties  of  the  50c  note. 

In  1892  when  the  charter  for  the 
banking  privilege  had  expired,  the 
Georgia  Railroad  Bank  was  incorporated 
under  a separate  charter.  This  institu- 
tion has  not  expanded  into  the  Georgia 
Railroad  Bank  & Trust  Co.

The  Italian  Commemorative 
Gold  Coins 


In  the  Coin  Collector's  Journal  for 
August  there  were  shown  the  new  Italian 
coins  commemorating  the  conquest  of 


Ethiopia.  They  also  have  the  additional 
word  IMPERATORE  in  the  King's  title. 
At  that  time  we  were  unable  to  show 
the  gold  coins  but  do  so  now.  The 


100  Lire  depicts  on  the  reverse  a male 
figure  of  Victory  walking  to  left  with  a 
fasces  over  his  right  shoulder  and  a 
small  winged  Victory  in  his  right  hand. 
The  50  Lire  shows  an  old  Roman  stand- 
ard or  aquila  composed  of  two  medal- 
lions surmounted  by  an  eagle.  The  top 
medal  bears  the  Italian  arms  and  the 
lower  medal  the  Fascisti  emblem,  the 
fasces. 
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Historical  Coins  of  Philip  the  Arabian 


Emperor  of  Rome  from  244  to  249  A.  D.

It  is  only  too  seldom  that  written 
history  records  the  few  fleeting  moments 
of  glory  such  as  were  those  of  Philip 
the  Arabian.  Whether  it  was  the  man 
himself  or  the  period  in  which  he  lived 
that  was  responsible  for  his  meteoric 
rise  to  fame  is  of  little  consequence. 
It  is  sufficient  to.  say  that  Philip,  against 
unequal  odds,  gained  the  most  coveted 
position  the  world  had  to  offer  in  that 
age.  Though  his  glory  was  short  lived  it 
afforded  him  every  opportunity  to  enjoy 
the  advantage  of  power. 

He  won  the  royal  purple  the  hard 
way.  In  his  veins  flowed  no  blood  of 
previous  Roman  emperors,  no  popular 
vote  of  the  people  proclaimed  him  their 
leader  nor  did  his  predecessor  confer 
the  royal  title  upon  him.  Step  by  step 
he  fought  his  way  to  leadership.  A 
fixed  purpose,  a crafty,  vicious  intelli- 
gence and  a huge  tireless  body  seem  to 
be  his  chief  qualifications  for  kingship. 

He  was  born  in  A.  D.  204  at  Bostra 
in  Arabia.  His  father  was  captain  of 
a roving  band  of  robbers,  a calling  that 
would  rather  tend  to  corrupt  the  morals 
of  a young  lad.  Reaching  manhood 
Philip  joined  the  Roman  army.  It  is 
not  known  whether  he  became  weary  of 
robbery  or  whether  the  move  was  one 
of  necessity. 

His  promotion  in  the  Roman  army  was 
extraordinary.  In  skill,  courage  and  dis- 
cipline he  surpassed  even  the  veterans. 
Upon  the  death  of  Misitheus  (in  which 
he  was  supposed  to  have  had  a secret 
hand),  he  became  Praetorian  Praefect 
in  the  Persian  campaign  of  Emperor 
Gordianus  Pius. 


Always  the  opportunist,  he  took  ad- 
vantage of  his  influence  and  incited  the 
soldiers  to  slay  the  young  Gordianus. 
This  they  did  without  hesitation  and  pro- 
claimed Philip  their  emperor  in  A.  D. 
244.  He  soon  won  the  mercenary 
hearts  of  his  soldiers  with  liberal  cash 
presents  and  rapid  promotions. 

After  concluding  an  inglorious  peace 
with  Sapor  the  Persian  king,  he  founded 
the  city  of  Philippopolis  and  then 
marched  on  to  Rome.  The  populace, 
always  ready  to  change  masters,  gave 
Philip  and  his  son  whom  he  had  pro- 
claimed Caesar,  a tumultuous  welcome. 
But  not  for  long  did  he  enjoy  the  results 
of  his  triumph.  Trouble  broke  out  in  the 
Roman  provinces  bordering  the  Danube. 
It  was  caused  by  the  Carpi,  a Scythian 
or  Gothic  people  who  had  given  much 
trouble  to  previous  emperors.  After 
defeating  the  Carpi,  he  returned  to 
Rome  where  he  began  preparations  for 
the  outstanding  event  of  his  career,  the 
I 000th  celebration  of  the  foundation  of 
Rome.  It  was  known  as  the  Ludi  Saecu- 
lares  and  was  undoubtedly  the  most 
magnificent  spectacle  ever  presented  to 
the  Roman  people. 

His  youthful  patron,  Gordianus  Pius, 
had  at  great  expense  collected  a large 
number  of  wild  animals  for  the  purpose 
of  exhibiting  them  at  the  Saecular 
Games.  The  menagerie  included  sixty 
lions,  thirty-two  elephants,  ten  tigers, 
ten  elks,  ten  hyenas,  one  hippopotamus, 
one  rhinoceros,  forty  wild  horses,  twenty 
wild  asses,  and  ten  giraffes,  besides 
ostriches,  and  a large  number  of  deer, 
antelopes  and  such  animals.  These  were 
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all  appropriated  by  Philip,  who  collected 
many  more  for  the  occasion.  He  spared 
no  expense  in  promoting  the  festival. 
Aside  from  the  mystical  religious  cere- 
monies and  bloody  sacrifices  the  blood- 
thirsty citizens  witnessed  two  thousand 
gladiators  engaged  in  mortal  combat. 

We  can  easily  imagine  the  glory  this 


low-born  Arabian  must  have  enjoyed  as 
emperor  of  the  Romans  during  this  im- 
portant event.  He  was  supported  by 
his  soldiers,  catered  to  by  a servile 
senate  and  fawned  upon  by  a greedy, 
lazy  populace. 

But  his  job  as  master  of  ceremonies 
did  not  last  long.  His  troublesome 
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Danubian  legions  proclaimed  Marinius 
Pacatianus  emperor.  Philip,  unwilling  to 
leave  the  capitol,  sent  Trajanus  Decius 
to  quell  the  uprising.  Decius  succeeded 
in  murdering  Pacatianus  whereupon  the 
troops  decided  that  Decius  himself  ought 
to  make  an  emperor  to  their  liking 
Much  against  his  wishes  he  accepted  the 
doubtful  honor.  Immediately  Philip  took 
command  against  his  fresh  rival,  but 
was  defeated  and  killed  at  Verona,  in 
the  autumn  of  A.  D.  249.  His  son  was 
subsequently  murdered  by  the  Praetor- 
ians at  Rome. 

It  is  regrettable  that  so  little  is  known 
of  this  remarkable  man.  Among  ancient 
writers  there  is  a wide  variance  of 
opinion  regarding  his  character,  though 
his  abilities  are  seldom  questioned.  The 
Christian  historians  claim  him  as  the 
first  Christian  emperor  and  there  is  a 
tradition  that  Philip  did  penance,  and 
was  absolved  for  the  murder  of  Gor- 
dianus  Pius.  The  celebration  of  the 
Saecular  Games  with  the  old  heathen 
ceremonies  and  the  use  of  pagan  em- 
blems upon  his  coins  rather  disprove 
this  reasoning.  Then  again,  it  does  not 
seem  that  he  was  the  type  of  convert 
that  would  be  eagerly  claimed. 

While  the  written  history  of  Philip 
may  be  somewhat  lacking,  his  coins  are 
outstanding  in  their  historical  signifi- 
cance. 

The  most  important  and  interesting 
are  those  he  issued  in  connection  with 
the  Millenary  or  1 000th  celebration  of 
the  foundation  of  Rome.  The  LVDI 
SAECVLARES  or  Saecular  Games  were 
celebrated  at  that  time  and  are  re- 
corded on  a large  and  interesting  series 
of  coins.  Some  of  the  animals  that 
played  such  unhappy  roles  in  the  cele- 
bration are  honored  on  coins.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  silver 
(Antoniniani)  bear  Roman  numerals  from 
I to  VI  and  it  has  long  been  thought 
that  these  numbers  represented  the 
order  in  which  the  animals  entered  the 
arena.  While  this  is  possible  it  is  not 
probable.  The  various  numbers  are 


nothing  more  than  Officinae  or  mint- 
marks,  and  give  credit  to  the  various 
mints  for  striking  their  share  of  the 
commemorative  coins.  The  bronze  coins 
struck  in  connection  with  the  celebra- 

tion do  not  bear  numerals,  and  it  is 
probable  that  they  were  all  issued  from 
the  principal  mint. 

Herewith  is  a list  of  the  coins  issued 
in  connection  with  the  celebration.  Most 
of  them  are  obtainable  at  a reason- 
able cost. 

Figure  I . Shows  a lion  walking  to 

right.  The  legend,  as  on  all  of  the 

animal  coins  reads  SAECVLARES 
AVGG. 

Figure  2.  The  wolf  and  twins  to  the 
left.  Th  is  device,  which  had  been 

adopted  as  the  armorial  bearing  of  the 
Eternal  City,  is  quite  an  appropriate 
type  tor  such  an  occasion. 

Figure  3.  A Gazelle  walking  to  left. 

Figure  4.  A coin  of  Philip's  wife 
Otacilia,  showing  a huge  hippopotamus 
to  the  right.  It  is  recorded  that  only 
one  of  these  creatures  was  exhibited 
and  it  must  have  been  a great  curiosity 
at  that  time. 

Figure  5.  A bronze  of  Philip  Jr.  show- 
ing a bearded  stag  to  right. 

Figure  6.  An  antelope  to  left. 

Figure  7.  Shows  a cippus  or  short 
circular  column  inscribed  COS  III,  and 
the  legend  SAECVLARES. 

Figure  8.  Differs  only  in  the  legend 
which  reads  MILLIARIVM  SAECVLVM 
(the  1 000th  year).  This  dates  the  coin 
as  exactly  A.  D.  248.  It  is  rarer  than 
the  preceding  piece. 

Figure  9.  Shows  an  octastyle  or  hexa- 
style  temple,  within  which  is  a seated 
figure.  The  temple  is  probably  that  of 
Jupiter  Capitolinus.  The  legend  reads 
SAECVLVM  NOVVM.  or  New  Age.

While  it  is  not  possible  to  name  the 
most  important  and  interesting  of  the 
United  States  series,  no  event  seems 
more  worthy  of  a commemorative  coin 
than  the  one  hundredth  and  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  the  battles  that  opened 
the  hostilities  between  the  English  and 
Americans  in  the  War  for  Indepen- 


dence. The  historical  events  in  Massa- 
chusetts associated  with  the  19th  of 
April,  1775,  furnish  more  than  the  usual 
amount  of  material  for  a coin  design. 
The  Minute  Man  and  the  old  Belfry  at 
Lexington  are  symbols  of  liberty  that 
are  known  to  every  school  boy  in 
America. 

The  outcome  of  the  Boston  Tea  Party 
was  a strained  condition  that  could  not 
long  exist.  Feeling  ran  high.  On  the 
night  of  April  18th,  1775,  General  Page, 
who  was  in  command  of  the  British 
forces  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston,  sent  a 
small  detachment  of  men  to  destroy  the 
military  magazine  at  Concord.  Some- 
how or  other  the  secret  object  of  this 
expedition  was  discovered.  It  was  on 
this  night  that  Paul  Revere  made  his 
famous  ride  from  Charlestown  to  Lex- 
ington to  give  warning  of  the  approach 
of  the  British  troops.  (It  is  worthy  to 
note  that  Paul  Revere,  an  engraver  by 
trade,  printed  many  of  the  early 
American  colonial  notes). 

When  the  British  troops  reach  Lex- 
ington they  were  met  by  a small  force 
of  Minute  Men  under  the  command  of 
Captain  Parker. 

Unable  to  hold  off  the  enemy  they 
retreated  and  the  British  marched  on  to 
Concord,  completing  their  mission.  In 
the  meantime  the  Minute  Men  had 
augmented  their  forces  and  attacked 
the  British  forces  as  they  returned  to 
Boston.  The  English  suffered  heavy 
losses  and  had  it  not  been  for  rein- 
forcements, would  have  been  obliged  to 
surrender.  The  news  of  the  fight  spread 
rapidly  and  the  British  found  themselves 
besieged  by  an  unorganized  but  an 
effective  force  of  20,000  patriots.  Thus 
began  the  Revolutionary  War  which 
ultimately  led  to  our  independence.

Entering  the  land  of  the  Scots  from 
the  county  of  Cumberland,  England,  we 
pass  within  the  confines  of  Roxburgh- 
shire, going  from  there  into  Selkirk- 
shire. Each  of  these  counties  issued  one 
token,  they  being  in  the  nature  of  local 
merchants'  advertising  rather  than  of 
national  import. 

Leaving  Selkirkshire  we  come  to  the 
northern  section  of  the  district  known 
as  Lothian,  which  embraces  an  area 
larger  than  the  counties  of  Linlithgo, 
Edinburgh  and  Haddington.  Within 
this  district  lies  the  capital  of  Scotland 
— the  City  of  Edinburgh.  This  ancient 
city  is  more  particularly  located  in 
Edinburghshire  or  what  is  known  as  mid- 
Lothian.  Many  beautiful  buildings  are 
preserved  within  the  City  limits,  and 
first  in  importance  is  the  Castle,  which 
stands  at  the  head  of  our  list.  The 
oldest  building  within  the  castle  con- 
fines— St.  Margaret's  Chapel — is  be- 
lieved to  belong,  at  the  very  latest,  to 
the  reign  of  David  I — I 124-1  153. 
Nearby  and  the  object  of  our  most 
thorough  examination,  is  the  great  ban- 
queting hall,  containing  a collection  of 
Scottish  armour,  weapons  and  regi- 
mental colors.  Also  within  the  castle 
yard,  and  easily  accessible  to  the  visi- 
tor, are  the  apartments  once  occupied 
by  the  regent  Mary  of  Guise  and  her 
daughter — Mary,  Queen  of  Scots.  After 
viewing  this  establishment  we  make  a 
quick  inspection  of  the  room  in  which 
James  VI  was  born,  and  hastily  examine 
the  huge  piece  of  artillery  known  as 
"Mons  Meg",  repeated  mention  of 
which  is  made  in  Scottish  history.  The 
General  Register  Office  (No.  86)  is  the 
next  place  of  interest  on  our  itinerary. 
This  building  was  constructed  in  1774 
and  contains  within  its  walls  ancient 
national  records,  with  sufficient  space 
for  all  future  Scottish  title  deeds,  sta- 
tistics relating  to  deaths,  births,  etc. 


Leaving  this  repository  of  dry  and  musty 
records  we  proceed  to  the  University 
of  Edinburgh,  the  youngest  of  the  Scot- 
tish universities,  founded  in  1583  by 
James  IV.  This  university  (No.  87)  was 
one  of  the  first  to  admit  women  stu- 
dents into  its  classes.  Although  there 
are  many  other  places  of  great  interest, 
we  find  our  hour  of  departure  is  a^ 
hand,  and  cross  the  Firth  of  Forth  to 
Burntisland,  located  in  the  County  of 
Fifeshire. 

Although  Fifeshire  is  one  of  the 
smaller  of  the  Scottish  counties,  it  is 
responsible  for  one  of  the  best  de- 
signed tokens  of  the  entire  series;  that 
struck  to  commemorate  "Adam  Smith" 
(No.  88).  This  famous  English  econ- 
omist was  born  at  Kirkcaldy- Fifeshi  re 
1723.  During  his  lifetime  many  honors 
were  conferred  upon  him,  and  his  great- 
est work  entitled  "Inquiry  into  the 
Nature  and  Causes  of  the  Wealth  of 
Nations"  is  allegorically  depicted  on  the 
reverse  of  this  same  token  (No.  89). 
The  only  place  of  interest  which  we  are 
scheduled  to  view  is  the  Burntisland 
Vitriol  Co.'s  plant  at  Burntisland,  the 
issuers  of  the  token  illustrated  (No.  90). 
This  industry  is  one  well  worth  the  time 
spent  in  the  inspection  of  same. 

It  is  but  a short  journey  through  Fife- 
shire into  Kinross-shire.  Th  is  latter 
mentioned  county  is  the  smallest  but 
one  in  all  of  Scotland,  both  as  to  area 
and  population,  and  for  seven  centuries 
was  part  of  Fife,  during  which  period  it 
shared  its  history.  Towards  the  middle 
of  the  13th  century  the  parishes  of 
Kinross  and  Orwell  were  constituted  into 
a shire-Kinross.  There  are  no  antiqui- 
ties of  importance,  and  except  for  the 
fact  that  Queen  Mary  was  imprisoned 
in  the  Isle  and  Castle  of  Loch  Leven 
(No.  91)  which  place  we  proceed  directly 
to,  there  are  no  stopping  places  listed 
on  our  plan  of  procedure. 
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Travelling  north  and  east  from  Kinross- 
shire  we  cross  the  Firth  of  Tay  and 
enter  Angusshire  (now  Forfarshire). 
Dundee,  the  City  first  visited  is  located 
on  the  north  shore  of  the  Firth,  and  is 
the  principal  city  of  the  shire.  H istory 
authentically  traces  Dundee  to  1200 
when  it  is  mentioned  in  a deed  of  gift 
by  David,  being  designated  as  "Dunde'.' 
First  on  our  visiting  list  is  the  Town 
blouse  (No.  92)  wherein  are  preserved 
many  old  documents  such  as  the  original 
charter  of  Robert  Bruce  dated  1327;  a 
papal  order  from  Leo  X;  a letter  from 
Queen  Mary  dated  1564  and  many 
others  of  historical  significance.  Leav- 
ing the  Town  House  we  next  examine 
the  Old  Tower  or  Steeple  as  it  is  some- 
times called  (No.  93)  founded  in  1189 
as  a thank-offering  for  an  escape  from 
shipwreck  at  the  mouth  of  the  Tay. 
After  viewing  this  beautiful  example  of 
ancient  stonework,  we  make  a tour  of 
the  Infirmary  (No.  94)  spending  some 
time  going  through  the  various  depart- 
ments and  wards.  From  the  Infirmary 
we  travel  to  the  Glass  Works  located 
at  West  Cone  (No.  95),  which  have  been 
in  continuous  operation  since  1788. 
From  there  we  are  directed  to  the 
ancient  fortress  "Dudhope  Castle" 
(No.  96)  founded  in  1660  and  converted 
into  a Barracks  in  1 794.  Time  delays 
for  no  man,  and  finding  ourselves 
rapidly  approaching  the  zero  hour, 
make  a flying  visit  to  St.  Andrew's 
(No.  97)  founded  in  1772,  a beautiful 
Roman  catholic  pro-cathedral  in  early 
English  style.  On  our  way  out  of  the 
City  of  Dundee  we  stop  for  a short  visit 
to  Cowgate  Port  (No.  98)  the  last  re- 
maining remnant  of  the  fortifications  of 
the  ancient  city. 

West  of  Dundee  approximately  32 
miles  lies  the  City  of  Perth,  located  in 
Perthshire.  Coming  directly  to  this  city 
from  Dundee  we  find  that  while  Perth 
is  a very  old  city,  being  occupied  by 
the  Romans  for  over  320  years,  there 
are  almost  no  relics  of  the  past  existing 
within  the  city  limits.  The  church  of 
St.  John  the  Baptist  (No.  99)  is  one  of 
the  few  points  of  interest  calling  for 


our  attention,  and  after  a brief  inspec- 
tion of  same  we  pass  through  the  City 
to  the  River  Tay  and  there  cross  the 
Tay  Bridge  (No.  100)  which  was  com- 
pleted in  1770. 

After  crossing  the  Tay  we  travel 
south  and  west  to  Glasgow,  the  prin- 
cipal city  of  the  county  of  Lanarkshire. 
Lanarkshire  has  only  been  separated 
from  Renfrewshire  since  the  time  of 
Robert  III,  and  exclusive  of  Glasgow  has 
not  been  continuously  involved  in  the 
history  of  Scotland,  although  many  of 
the  daring  deeds  of  Wallace  were  per- 
formed within  its  boundaries.  The  City 
of  Glasgow  became  definitely  identified 
in  the  12th  century,  when  in  1178 
William  the  Lion  made  the  town  by 
charter  a burgh  of  barony  and  gave  it 
a market  with  freedom  and  customs. 
Our  visit  to  this  city  is  chiefly  to  see  the 
Cathedral  which  dates  prior  to  MOO. 
One  of  the  more  interesting  sights 
within  the  cathedral  is  the  "dripping 
isle'  , so  called  from  the  constant  drop- 
ping of  water  from  the  roof.  This 
cathedral  known  as  St.  Mungo's  counts 
as  one  of  its  most  prized  possessions  the 
Crypt  beneath  the  choir,  which  is  borne 
on  65  pillars  and  lighted  by  41  windows. 
This  Crypt  was  visited,  but  unfortunately 
there  is  no  token  to  illustrate  same.  St. 
Mungo  became  the  patron  saint  of 
Glasgow  and  to  him  is  credited  the 
motto  and  arms  of  the  city  as  illus- 
trated (No.  101).  However,  some  au- 
thorities give  credit  to  St.  Kentigern 
for  the  design  stating  that  he  founded 
a religious  establishment  on  the  banks 
of  a tributary  of  the  Clyde,  and  hung 
a bell  upon  a tree  to  call  the  wor- 
shippers. The  explanation  of  the  "fish 
and  ring"  is  as  follows: — 

A certain  Queen  carrying  on  an 
intrigue  with  a soldier  gave  him  a 
ring  which  she  had  received  from 
her  King.  The  ring  was  taken  from 
the  soldier  while  he  slept,  and  by  the 
King  was  thrown  into  the  Clyde.  He 
(the  King)  then  demanded  that  the 
Queen  produce  same,  and  she  in  her 
difficulty  consulted  the  Saint  who  had 
a newly  caught  fish  brought.  Upon 
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the  fish  being  opened,  the  ring  was 
found,  and  the  King's  suspicions 
thereby  allayed." 

There  is  no  explanation  made  of  the 
bird  perched  on  a branch  of  the  tree. 
However,  there  is  current  in  Scotland 
the  following  lines  on  the  subject: 

"Here's  a tree  that  never  grew, 
Here's  a bird  that  never  flew, 
Here's  a bell  that  never  rung, 

And  here's  a drunken  salmon." 

The  salmon  is  described  as  "drunken" 
because  it  appears  floating  on  its  back. 
Although  Glasgow  issued  many  tokens 
as  part  of  this  series  most  of  them  are 
the  work  of  independent  merchants  and 
for  that  reason  none  bear  designs  of 
the  more  important  buildings.  A few 
of  the  merchants'  tokens  are  here  illus- 
trated as  information.

(No.  105)  E.  Waterson  & Co.  Tobac- 
conists, showing  a snuff 
jar. 

After  peering  into  the  shop  windows 
of  innumerable  small  merchants,  we 


decide  to  leave  the  City  and  move  on 
towards  Paisley,  a town  in  Renfrew- 
shire, 7 miles  west  by  south  from 
Glasgow. 

Paisley  was  a settlement  of  the 
Romans  as  early  as  A.D.  84  and  grew 
up  around  the  Abbey  which  was 
founded  in  1160  (No.  106)  as  a Cluniac 
monastery,  by  Walter  Fitzalan,  first 
High  Steward  of  Scotland,  and  ances- 
tor of  the  Scottish  Royal  family  of 
Stuart.  This  abbey  which  we  visit  im- 
mediately upon  arrival  in  Paisley,  was 
dedicated  to  the  Virgin,  St.  James,  St. 
Milbruga  of  Much  Wenlock  in  Shrop- 
shire (whence  came  the  first  Monks)  and 
St.  Mirinus,  patron  Saint  of  Paisley. 
The  monastery  became  an  abbey  in 
1219,  destroyed  1309  and  rebuilt  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  14th  century, 
being  lavishly  endowed  by  the  Stuarts. 
The  interior  rebuilt  in  its  original  style 
in  1788,  is  shown  on  the  token  illus- 
trated (No.  107). 

Although  this  town  is  very  old,  there 
are  no  places  of  importance  outside  of 
the  Abbey,  and  after  some  difficulty 
we  succeed  in  contracting  with  a local 
boatman  to  leave  the  shores  of  Scot- 
land. We  depart  in  the  cool  of  the 
evening  via  the  Firth  of  Clyde  landing 
at  Belfast  Ireland,  where  another  chap- 
ter of  our  tour  of  the  British  Isles  will 
begin.
